pushing their fight for Warsaw with- 
in a dozen miles of the capital on the 
northeast It is indicated from Sun- 
day's official statement from Moscow, 
received today. 


They report the capture of Radzy- 


min, :n this .sector, and the continua- 
tion of the battle along this'front, 
and also near Novo 
Georgievsk, to 


the neftheast of Warsaw. 


The capture 
of Soldau, 
about 12 


miles northeast of Mlawa, near £he 
Enst Prussian frontier, also is an- 
nounced. 


Sunday's Polish official 
statement 


conceded the capture by the Russians 
01 Radzymin, but added that the town 
was re-captured by an attack by the 
White Ruthenian division and that a 
desperate struggle was continuing in 
this sector 


Washington, Aug 16—The armor- 


ed cruised Pittsburgh and a destroyer 
have been ordered to the Baltic Sea 
to protect American interests there 


The vessels are now at Cherbourg, 


France, and it was announced today 
at the navy department that they 
would pioceed immedmely for Rus- 
sian waters

Scurvy, which was once 
the scourge of the seas, now rarely 
occurs on vessels. This is due to 
the addition of fresh fruits, veseta- 
hles,'or lime juice to the season's 
ration. 
Nocrosis 
of 
the jaw, or 


phossy jaw, which was formerly so 
common among workmen in match 
factories, is now prevented by the 
use of red phosphorus 
instead of 


white phosphorus in this industry. 
Yellow fever has been stamped out of 
many 
places by killing the mos- 


quitoes which convey the disease. 


To protect ourselves against dis- 


ease. It is necessary to know what 
agencies are harmful to the human 
body and what measures should be 
taken to protect the body from them. 
It has been ascertained, for instance, 
that in order to keep well, the tem- 
perature and humidity of the air tn 
buildings must be regulated; sewage 
must be disposed of in such a man- 
ner as not to contaminate the water 
supply or pollute the soil; the body 
must be protected from the bites of 
insects which spread disease; and 
precautions must be taken to prevent 
the transmission of disease from one 
person to another. It will thus be 
readily seen that freedom from dis- 
ease depends upon conditions inti- 
mately associated with the body and 
Us environment.

Washington, Aug. 16—The annual cen- 


sus of the seals, now being taken by the 
Bureau of Fisheries Is expected to show 
about 600,000 of the animals, or three times 
as many as when the government under- 
took the- custody of them a half score 
years ago. 


Although the seal spends much of Its 


life at sea, Its habits make the census-

Smith, commissioner of the Bureau of 
Fisheries, explains the "count ot noses" 
is of importance to prevent "blind killing" 
of tha animals for their furs, possibly re- 
sulting In their extinction, 
Under present government control Mr. 
Smith asserts that the seats are incrpas- 
injf about ten or Lwelve per cent of their 
number annually. Last year's count showed 
5oO,000 of which 28.000 were killed for 
their pelts. 


In the middle of Burins sea, lying forty 
miles apart are two Islands—St. Gee-res 
and St, Paul—the only land to which the 
seals ever resort. Every spring they vjslt 
the islands to raise their young, leaving

KILLED IN SUMMER. 
The killing o fthe animals Is-Uso done In 
the summer, this under law being confined 
to the surplus males. . Last year lack of 
labor resulted in 10,000 fewer animals be- 
ing killed than government officials had 
planned. Japan and Great Britain, along 
wjth the United States, share the revenue 
produced from the seal-kill, a treaty giv- 
ing this country seventy per cent of the 
animals, with the other two countries each 
receiving fifteen percent.

that Poison Ivy," is an oft repeated 
cry these picnic days. "To know th» 
poison ivy is to avoid It, yet to ad- 
mire it, for its sturdy self-defense," 
sajg a communication to the National 
Geographic society. 


"The poison Ivy is a member of the 


sumac family, hiving as relatives the 
vinegar tree, the 'smooth «umac, and 
the smoke-buth. 
Its ranee reaches 


as far north as Nova Scotia, as far 
south as Florida and Texas, and as 
far west as Utah and British Colum- 
bia . 


'Many people confuse the Virginia 


creeper with the rascally posion ivy, 
a confusion which nothing but care- 
lessness in remembering the charact- 
eristics of plants could bring- about; 
for the Virginia creeper is careful al- 
ways to put forth Jive leaves where 
the poison Ivy has only three. 


"The Virginia creeper is condemn- 


ed as being poison ivy oftener than 
poison ivy it accredited with being a 
Virginia creeper. Many a Virginia 
creeper has reached the untimely end 
of'mattock execution by the error, 
and not a few people have received 
a painful reminder of their mistake 
when they have failed to observe that 
three leaies spell 'foe' in the Ivy vine 
and ffve leaves 'friend.' 


"The poison ivy, or poison oak, as 


some call It, Is a prodigal climber, 
inclines to run o\er everything In 
sight. 
Even the oak sometimes is 


almost smothered wlien the poison 
ivy reaches its topmost branches and 
spreads its dense foliage over them, 


"It begins to blossom In May and 


June, its flowers being small, frag- 
rant, yellowish green, and arranged 
in densely clustered spikes. 
Toward 


fall these develop into imooth, white, 
wax-like" berries that often hold fast 
the winter through. The three leaves 
are shining- green, short-stemmed, 
and oval-pointed 


"The poison of this Ivy is a power- 


ful, 
non-volatile oil which penetrates 


the pores of 
the 
human skin and 


develops host* of tiny Itching blist- 
eis, followed by a burning swelling 
of the affected parts 


When the poison 
ivy 
learned to 


grive*off its poison by contact rather 
than through its own destruction, it 
simply went a step further than its 
neighbors. It has arranged Us plans 
of defense, so that It can wage war 
without first being eaten. 
In that 


respect It meets the problem in the 
same way as 
the 
thlitle »nd the 


thorn, although It fights by subtle 
stealth rather than open^warfare."

NSW ARMY STANDARDS. 


The standing which the army o! 


the United States now has in the 
minds of men is shown by the record 
breaking numbers who are enlisting 
in peace time. Officers in charge as- 
sert that this is because of the new 
standard in army life which this 
country has established by the crea- 
tion of the army schools. 


These schools, which are as good 


-is any civilian schools in the coun< 
try, enable a man in service to pre^ 
pare himself for life work after the 
expiration of his time of enlistment, 
about the same time as the usual col- 
lege or technical course. 


The army officers report that 105, 


JOO United States army soldiers are 
now registered in the army schools 
.vhifh cover almost every phase of 
vork in civilian life. 


The old time theory that the en 


isted man is simply the servant of 
the West Point graduate is passing. 
A private in the army, while of ne- 
cessity held under strict discipline, 
can be as much of a real man as his 
commanding officers. 
The " cannon 


fodder " idea of the value and use of 
the private has definitely passed 
away in the army training of the 
United States. 


The refusal of the army officials to 


accept the criminal who is sometimes 
given his choice of enlisting or going 
to Jail by a judge who still has the 
notions of the last century regarding 
army service is merely 
upholding 


the new tradition of the American 
soldier. He is expected to be a good 
citizen and to come out of the ser- 
vice a better man not only physically 
but also mentally than when he en- 
tf-ed. 


LAND TENANTRY IN V. S. 


Too little attention has been paid 


to a paragraph in the speech of ac 
ceptance of Governor Cox in which 
h« says that one of the important 
subject* which this nation should 
take up immediately is that of the 
overcoming of the tendency toward 
land tenantry. 


In a frank discussion a man who is 


not afraid *o look facts in the face 
recently asked the question as to 
whether now or in the not too dis- 
tant future the United States is to 
face a basic revolution, one founded 
on land hunger. 


Governor Cox puts his finger on 


the weak spot m our domestic situa- 
tion today, the tendency of the land 
to fall into the hands of owners who 
hold large tracis, or absentee land- 
lords and whose interest is not in 
the land itself but in the income. 


A more rap'ily working arrange- 


ment whereby the tenants on the 
land may beccme the owners is a 
proposition which the 
Democratic 


candidate says may well be consid 
ered. 


Ownership of land in large tracts 


is a very grave danger to democracy. 
It tends to increase the number of 
dependents and to decrease the num- 
ber who are independent and respon- 
sible. 


Some method which will enable land 


ownership to be acquired by the land 
worker as he works is a vital prin- 
ciple which Mr. Cox emphasizes. 


CUT DOWN THE 
SPEED. 


Traffic officers in Decatur should 


bring up with a sharp turn those mo- 
torists who fail to slow down for 
street intersections. 
There' is a 


growing carelessness regarding this 
point which is creating. hazard for 
both pedestrians and the 
careful 


drivers who do slow down. 


Drivers frequently 
swing around 


Lincoln Square at a speed which is 
exceedingly dangerous in a very busy 
location where the formation of the 
approaches to the transfer house 
causes much going back and forth 
in more or less irregular paths o£ 
travel. 


The reckless driver who uses no 


caution at crossings and the dan- 
gerous motorcycle driver who seems 
to think that because his machine is 
small that he can drive at speeds /ar 
exceeding the rules, are at this time 
the most dangerous features of our 
congested street traffic. 


In Chicago the absolute rule that 


ten miles must not be exceeded at 
street intersections 
should be ap- 


plied here. 


GOOD 
MANAGEMENT. 


The handling of the financial af- 


fairs of the I>ecatur Sanitary dis- 
trict in the construction of the in- 
tercepting sewer is one which gives 
great satisfaction to the community. 


With a bond issue voted last spring 


for this work the toard has managed 
to keep the work going and the hills 
paid up to this date by using the 
money made available by tax re- 
ceipts, thus saving the interest to the 
tax payers which the issuance of the 
bonds on May 1 as permitted by the 
election would have entailed. 


The board now states that it will 


offer for sale $200,000 of the total 
issue of $860,000 and will use that 
amount of money as long as it will 
last before putting more bonds on 
the market. 


The exceedingly high interest rates 


which industrial and other enter- 
prises are now paying for money 
and the Issue by the United States 
of treasury certificates bearing six 
per cent interest has made the mar- 
ket for five per cent bonds, even 
those of. municipalities and drain- 
age districts, very unsatisfactory, and 
and the Decatnr board is wise to put 
on sale only a small proportion of 
these bonds at this time, waiting 
•until better conditions arrive beiore 
offering the Urge balante of the 
iuu*.

No Departure Made From 


Notification Address.

Wheeling, W. Va., Aug. 16.—So far 


as It is possible to forecast Gov. Cox's 
line, of campaign from his speeches 
at Wheeling It would appear that he 
is disposed to develope two 
fieldi*. 


first, vigorous advocacy of the league 
of nations, and second his own pro- 
gressive policies and plans as con- 
trasted with what he alleges to be 
the reactionary policies and purposes 
of Senator Harding and what he calls 
Harding's "senatorial oligarchy." 


These speeches at Wheeling were 


really the formal beginning of Cox's 
campaigning and they were watched 
carefully to see if they marked any 
line of departure from the heavy em- 
phasis which he placed on the League 
of Nations In his notification address 


week ago. 
The fact is he made 


no departure that was especially no- 
ticeable unless it was In the direc- 
tion of still greater emphasis on th • 
League. 


COX SATISFIED 


Apparently Cox is entirely satis- 


fied with reaction of the public to 
his notification speech. In the first 
of the two speeches at Wheeling 
which was the more formal one, be- 
ing delivered before the members of 
the Democratic state convention he 
never alluded to the reservations. He 
did say that of course the covenant Is 
not perfect but he said that the per- 
fecting of it must come from future 
'additions" and from "the refining 
processes of experience." 


His argument for the league was 


more or less clearly divided into two 
parts. 
There was an emotional ap- 


peal and a technical argument. The 
emotional appeal he began by saying: 
"The 
outstanding question In this 


campaign Is, are wo or are we not 
going to keep tho faith with those 
boys who died In France?" 
He said 


that t he purpose for which those 
American boys were asked to fight 
was the preventing of future wars 
and that the adoption of the league 
as an instrument for that purpose Is 
an obligation definitely promised and 
now overdue to the American dead In 
France. 
In this connection he made 


an effective allusion to his visit to 
President Wilson saying he wished 
be was free to repeat the conversa- 
tion on that occasion when Mr. Wil- 
son siid his hops was to live long 
enough to see the pledge he had made 
to our soldiers redeemed by the rat- 
ification of the league. 


COX WELL RECEIVED. 


Gov. Cox's plea for league was well 


received. 
The emotional parts of 


the speech were well done and re- 
ceived hearty and sympathetic ap- 
plause but he was even more In touch 
with his audience and with the occa- 
sion and he received the heartiest ap- 
proval of all when he sailed into the 
Republicans and too:: the hide off 
Wall street In the manner of good old 
fashioned political speeches. 


One felt also that this part ot 


his speech was a little more to his 
own liking and it Is safe to say that 
in future speeches when he gets Into 
his stride he will devote himself more 
and more to this sort of thing and 
to his own accomplishments In tho 
way 
of progressive legislation 
In 


Ohio. He used the phrase "senatorial 
oligarchy" again and again. He said 
that a little group of selfish persons 
"Have banded themselves together 'a 
greed and selfishness to purchase the 
presidency. 
Their check books are 


reajjy." 
He said it was their pur 


pose to set a wrestler's "underhold" 
on the government. He said that 
among their purposes was one to 
emasculate the Federal Reserve Act 
which the Democrats passed and he 
promiscil to reveal In future speeches 
more details of a secret move, which 
he alleges is being made In this dl 
rectlon. 


BEST ABOUT HIMSELF, 


Governor Cox I* unquestionably 


most at home, and is most effective as 
a campaigner when he talks about 
himself as governor of Ohio. 


If he were free to follow his own 


lead without regard to the party as 
a whole, if he were free to disregard 
everything except- putting his own 


best efforts-forward, he woulS con- 
fine his speeches to the things he did 
as governor. In this part of bis 
speeches more than In talking about 
the League of Nations or anything 
else he is the most natural, the most 
earnest, and the most convincing to 
his audiences. He seems to under- 
stand the business of managing: the 
economic problems of a state, and 
to have the kind of confidence in his 
own ability In that field that can 
only arise out of successful experi- 
ence. , 


NEVER CALLED TROOPS. 


He said he had "never called out 


a soldier In an industrial contro- 
versy" and never fired a shot to set- 


tla a strike. He called on the world 
to ask the employers of'Ohio'wheth- 
er they are now satisfied with the 
innovations he made, to ask the^ em- 
ployes if they bad benefited, and to 
ask 'the courts- whether 'things are 
not better now in all respects. 
It 


was this'quality of preaching pro- 
gressive doctrines rather as an engi- 
neer seeking better results for-all 
than as a politician making capital 
out of social grievances' that is the 
most attractive and convincing thing 
about Cox as a campaigner. 


It was noticeable that in' the even- 


ing speech Cox' was more aggressive, 
more "scrappy"—one might say more 
scratchy.
